YESTERDAY'S CLAIMS 


_LONDON, Monday.—The Soviet 
cay communique states :—‘‘ During 
tie might of August 9 our troops 
fought the enemy in the areas of 
\letskaya, north-east of Kotelnikovo, 
Armavir and Kropotkin. No changes 
took place on the other sections of 
the front.”’ 

The supplement says that in the 
area of Kietskaya repeated German 
attacks were repulsed. South’ of 
Kletskaya fierce fighting continued. 
In the area of Armavir Russian 
troops, after fierce fighting, with- 
drew to new positions. 

In the Voronezh area Russian 
troops recaptured several inhabited 
localities, - the -supplement- adds.

The German communiqué says :'— 
"As already reported yesterday, 
German infantry. divisions excel- 
lently supported by the Luftwaffe, 
after extraordinary marching feats 
and in hard fighting under tropical 
heat, pierced the well-fortified posi- 
tions north of the Kuban and cap- 
tured Krasnodar. The town of 
Maixop, centre of the important oil 
territory at the northern approaches 
to the Caucasus, was taken by storm 
by fast German units. 

‘‘Fast German troops advancing 
rapidly have taken the town of 
Piatigorsk (120 miles east-south-east 
of Maikop and near the Rostov- 
Caspian railway). 

‘“South-west of Stalingrad the 
enemy offered desperate resistance. 
Their counter-attacks failed after 
bitter fighting. 

‘‘In the great Don elbow a strong 
enemy arm west of Kalach has been 
encircled. Repeated enemy attempts 
to break out were unsuccessful. The 
surrounded enemy forces, crowded 
in a small area, suffered heavy 
losses by attacking fighter-bomber 
squadrons. 

“In addition, ships laden with 
troops and material on the north 
Caucasian coast were bombed effec- 
tively by the Luftwaffe. In the

FIRST U.S. COURT-MARTIAL 


Twenty-five years old Travis P. 
Hammond, U.S. private, from 
Kelpys, Texas, made legal history 
yesterday when he appeared before 
the first American Court-martfal to 
be held in Britain. The holding of 
such a Court had been legalised 
four days previously, when the Royal 
Assent was given to the U.S.A. 
(Visiting Forces) Act, which per- 
mits American troops to be tried 
by their own Courts. 

Hammond is accused of rape, a 
charge which carries with it the 
maximum penalty of death or, alter- 
natively, imprisonment for life. He 
pleads not guilty. 

Colonel Milton M. Towner, an 
officer of the U.S. Air Force, is 
President. of the Court, and there 
are ten ‘other members. The case is 
expected to last several days, and, 
at least, fifteen witnesses. will be 
called for the prosecution.

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COUNTERING THE | 
BLACK MARKET 


DEPARTMENT'S SUCCESS 
A 


NEW kind of investigating 
agent is at work. Though 


romance of the _ secret-service 
operator, he, or she, will do more 
direct good to the people; for 
his victim is the black-marketeers. 
The Department of Supplies has 
been building up a special section of 
Officers for investigating the black 
market, and these are rapidly learn- 
ing the tricks of the illicit trader, 
and learning also to think a little 
faster than he. So far, this year, 
prosecutions have been insti- 
tuted by the Department, and, 
recently, substantial fines have been 
imposed on offenders. About 2,500 
complaints of overcharging have 
been received so far this year. 


THE PEOPLE’S PART 


An even more drastic method of 
dealing with black marketeers has 
been used recently by the Depart- 
ment. ‘The offenders’ goods were 
seized and sold at a price fixed ‘by 
the Minister. As this method gets 
more wide application the black 
market will become a very unhealthy 
place for the trader. 

In some cases the correspondence 
of the black marketeers has given 
them away to the authorities, and 
investigations are proceeding on 
several cases which were brought to 
light through letters found on dis- 
covered offenders. 

The public can break the black 
market. First by refusing to pay 
illegal prices, and, second, by report- 
ing such people as ask such prices 
to the Department of Supplies. The 
Department has been working on 
the problem since it made its appear- 
ance, and the chances of almost 
complete control are becoming better 
every day. There are still people 
with money and traders without 
consciences, which are the basic 
make-up of the black market, but, 
at the same time there has been an 
increase in the amount of public co- 
operation with the Department to 
break up the combination.

the Soviet-German front, they were 
compelled to transfer across Europe 
scores of divisions to a second front. 
There is at present no second front 
against Germany in Europe. ‘hat is 
why Hitler has been able to take 
the plunge on the Soviet-German 
front. Tanks, ’planes and infantry 
divisions have been withdrawn. from 
occupied France and the: Low 
Countries.”’ 

Admiral William Standley, United 
States Ambasador to Russia, said 
to-day that he had found disappoint- 
ment among the Russian people that 
no second front had been estab- 
lished, but “he had discovered no 
such sentiment among officials.—

GANDHY’S PLAN 


BOMBAY, Monday. — Mahatma 
Gandhi was to-night reported to be 
cut off from the world, without 
access to newspapers, friends or 
radio; nor, it was said, had he the 
right to send letters. 

Circulated among his followers, 


however, was a list of ‘‘ Instruc- 
tions to the People of India.’ 
“There shall be a hartal (closing 
of shops and business houses) 
throughout the country in all 


cities and villages of India,” was 
the first instruction. A nation-wide 
refusal to pay land taxes was urged 
on peasants in villages. All students 
above 16 years were to leave school 
and take up leadership in the mass 
movement to replace leaders now 
under arrest. All civil employés 
were urged to resign their jobs, 
while those “ who did not have the 
strength to resign ” should refuse to 
obey orders ‘‘ designed to suppress 
and crush our people.” 

An appeal was addressed to “ all 
Hindus, Moslems, Sikhs, Parsees 
and Christians ” to take part in the 
movement. This instruction was in 
the hope of averting communal 
fights, which -have _ contributed 
greatly to the wrecking of previous 
campaigns. All were asked to keep 
the movement non-violent in all parts 
of the country.—(Associated Press. )

U.S. ACCOUNT 


WASHINGTON, Monday.— 
Admiral King stated at the Navy 
Department 4o-day ‘that the opera- 
tions had been under way for about 
three days.

of waste paper. Every scrap of

and cartons of cardboard. 

Plans had been made for the com- 
mencement forthwith of this inten- 
sive campaign of waste paper col- 
lection from private households in 
Dublin by the Waste Paper Co., 
Ltd., representing all the waste 
paper merchants. Regular house-to- 
house collections would be made in 
every area in the city at least once 
a month or oftener. £4 per ton, 4s. 
per cwt., or 6d. per stone, would be 
paid for waste paper, and collectors 
would be. equipped with facilities 
for weighing collections on the spot. 


CHARITY WORK 


The charitable and philanthropic 
bodies at present engaged in collect- 
ing waste paper would continue their 
good work. With regard to the rest 
of the country, the assistance of 
Parish Councils was being sought. 
The aim was to secure regular 
periodic collections in every parish.

HILE there is much second 
front insistence in the AlNed 
countries, it should be 

recognised that for the Axis the 
Western front already exists. It is 
now several months since Field- 
Marshal Runstedt assumed command 
of all German troops in the western 
occupied, countries, and recently the 
organisation there has been further 
elaborated. The Central Command 
(Runstedt) has its headquarters in 
France: this is an Operational Com- 
m and does not in any way 
clash with the purely administrative 
functions of General Stuelpnagel in 
occupied France. 

The forces subordinated to Field- 
Marshal Runstedt are grouped into 
five sectors as follows :—1, Northern 
Finland and Arctic Ocean—General 
Diet]. 2, Norway—General Falken- 
horst. 3, Holland—General Christian- 
son. 4, Belgium and Northern 
France—General Falkenhausen. 5, 
Western France—General Witzleben. 
Regarding these the following 
remarks appear to be pertintent. 
The Arctic-Murmansk sector is 
definitely recognised as not being 
part of the Russian front, but—as 
these notes have always asserted— 
distinct therefrom. It seems likely 
that the Arctic Circle—which cuts 
across midway between Trondhjem 
and Narvik—marks the southern 
boundary of this sector. Similarly, 
we might, perhaps, take the Rhine 
and Seine as the boundaries of the 
fourth sector (Falkenhausen), which 
would leave the Cotentin and Breton 

ninsulas in Witzleben’s Command. 
i will be observed that, no mention 
is made of Denmark, Consequently, 
we do not know whether it is to be 
regarded as a sort of base zone to 
Norway or as being included under 
the German Home Command. 


'” ATR FLEETS 


Two air fleets of the Luftwaffe— 
from a total of five—are also 
assigned to the same front as the 
five army sectors. These are the 
5th Air Fleet (Colonel - General 
Stumpff), which corresponds to the 
first two sectors; and the 3rd Air 
Fleet (Field-Marshal Sperrle), which 
covers the remaining three. Sperrle, 
by the way, it was that arranged 
the aerial cover for the German 
battle-cruisers on the occasion of 
their celebrated dash from Brest 
half-a-year ago. The operational 
strength of the two fleets is, of 
course, impossible to know; but it 
could hardly be less than 1,500 first- 
line ’planes, with reserves, trans- 
ports, etc., over and above. 

- In view of the Russian fighting— 
offensive only in the south, be it 
noted—it is not easy to assess the 
combat value of Rundstedt’s troops. 


CoRRESPONDENT, 


It seems likely that he hag a number 
of good formations, formerly en- 
gaged heavily in Russia and pulled 
out to rest, recruit and renew train- 
ing. A year ago such units would 
have simply been withdrawn to over- 
haul in the rear of the Russian fight- 
ing zone. Then,.too, there have been 
acquisitions of quite new formations 
of good quality—such, for example, 
as the 8.8. units and new tanks 
which marched through Paris in the 
latter half of July. We also learn 
that Organisation Todt formations— 
i.e., labour battalions working on 
coast defences, road maintenance, 
etc:; have heen recently armed for 
local defence duties. 

Theoretically, all the German 
Navy is to be regarded as available 
for defence of the long coast line 
from Petsamo to the Bidassoa, ex- 
cept for convoy units in the Baltic. 
In practice, however, a fleet con- 
centration could only be made at the 
expense of the present very re- 
munerative warfare against Allied 
merchant shipping. Evidently, sub- 
marines patrolling the Bay of Biscay 
or the Skager Rak against possible 
invading fleets cannot possibly be 
attacking convoys off Iceland or the 
Azores. And, from an Allied stand- 
point, a resolute attack on any occu- 
pied territory would bring back 
numbers of submarines for defensive 
purposes without very great delay. 
The Germans would certainly rot 
leave all the work of coast defence 
to aircraft alone. All this is merely 


looked for from a naval offensive. 


SECOND FRONT RISK 


Speaking to the men of a Czecho- 
slovak brigade in England, in the 
last week of July, Dr. Benes said 
in part: ‘‘ How long the war will 
last depends on whether there will 
be a second front in Europe this 
year. . There is a certain risk 
connected with it, but next year 
this risk, will be even greater. and 
the success which a second front 
would have this vear would he 
greater than that of a second front 
next vear.” This would seem an 
exceptionally well-measured state- 
ment of the position. Although, as 
we have seen, Germany has heen 
progressively brought to make a 
number of additions to her Western 
defensive measures; these have not, 
up to the present. been of such a 
nature as to give direct assistance to 
hard-pressed Russia. True enough, 
additional troops are possibly being 
withheld from Russia—but none 
engaged there have been withdrawn, 
except for purposes of re-organisa- 
tion. In short, the strategic reserves 
}ear-marxed for Russia have not, for 
the present, been encroached upon.

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LONDON NOTES

LONDON, Monday 

"Many are row wondering whether the 
he exercised in electricity 
consumption will affect the earnings. of 
the companies. In the early days of the 
war there wur a definite tendency to re- 
duce investments in Electric Power Com- 
panies owing to the black-out.— It has 
since been ptoved tnat reduction from 
street lighting has been more than offset 
by the demand for electric energy on the 
part of industry. Even industry must 
now curtail tne use of electric power as 
much as possible in order to save coal. 

There is. therefore a fresh movement 
towards selling Electric Power shares, 
but the amount of liquidation which has 
reached the merket has up to now been 
small. New buyers, however, are more 
cautious, with the result that values are 
tending downsards. 

Since earl, last July County of London 
Electric £1 Ordinary are down by about

The fall in Midland County 
Flectric over this period is, roughly, 1/- 
at 38/-. Similar falls are recorded 


among other issues. The market view is 
that sellers should refrain from throwing 


stocks overboard. The industry can 
anticipate material expansion following 
the war. 


Another share that is worth considert- 
ing. from the point of view of after-war 
prospects, is the £1 Stock units of the 
Associated Equipment Co. Its capital Is

were £377,745, while for 1941 they 
were £789,831. The company has been 
subject to very heavy taxation demands, 
however, the total liability, which in 
1938 was £100,000, rising to £560,000 
in 1941. Thus the benefits of the in- 
creased profits have accrued rather to 
the Treasury than to the stockholders. 

Witi the return to normal conditions, 
however, the position of the stockholders 
should improve. 


TEXTILE ACTIVITY 


For some time past there has 
well sustained activity in Textile shares. 
Overtime working for several months in 
the spinning mills. with the return of 
some former operatives and the exten- 
sion of part-time working, has helped to 
raise spindle activity, and to bring the 
output of yarn nearer to pre-war figures. 
Interest in the industry has been stimu- 
lated by the fact that many of the com- 
panies have in the past vear dealt with 
arrears of dividend on Preference capi- 
tal, thus clearing the way for an 
eventual resumption of payments on the 
Ordinary capital. 

One of the most popular issues to 
attract attention is the £1 Stock units 
ef the Lancashire Cotton Corporation, 
which have risen to 28/9. os cá 

Since the reorganisation of capital in 
1937 profits have steadily increased, and 
dividend payments on the Ordinary capi- 
tal were resumed in 1939, when 7!2 p.c.

Even in some of the 
towns or in parts of the cities, 
where gas is used for lighting, 
restrictions are likely to impose 
an ‘‘early to bed’’ rule on the 
householders. If children are to 
do homework at all, then, it must 
be done before the daylight goes. 
The obvious difficulty is that, in 
many of the rural areas, the 
children are required to help with 
the work on the farm as soon as 
they arrive home from school, 
and, in consequence, will have no 
time for their studies. In the 
middle of the winter, indeed, 
darkness will be falling even by 
the time they reach home, par- 
ticularly when they live at a 
distance from the school and the 
journey takes some time. There 
is, however, one point of even 
greater importance. The school 
day consists of, perhaps, five 
hours of almost exclusively 
intellectual work. An interval for 
play, of course, is given, but this 
is only a brief break, and often 
gives the pupils only sufficient 
time to eat their lunch. If the 
remaining hour or two of daylight 
after their arrival home is to be 
occupied with homework, there 
will -be very little time left for 
the fresh air and exercise which 
are essential to health. Jack is 
going to spend all day working, 
and will have to go to bed almost 
as soon as night falls; the result 
is that he will be made an ex- 
tremely dull boy. Already many 
secondary teachers hold the view 
that, throughout the whole of 
school life, too much time is de- 
voted to purely intellectual effort. 
An eight-hour day spent on in- 
tellectual work is tiring even for 
an adult; a seven, six, or even 
five-hour day at such work may 
be accepted as too severe a strain 
for a child. In the summer, when 
there are many hours of sunshine 
left, after school is over, the pupil 
has a fair opportunity of getting 
in a reasonable amount of play. 
In the severe weather of winter 
play, especially in the open air, 
is even more necessary. If home- 
work remains, play will have to 
go; and we will raise a genera- 
tion of dull boys for want of a 
‘‘ farden candle.” In the circum- 
stances, it seems clear that the 
educational authorities must agree 
to curtail, if not to abolish, home- 
work. If the result is a loss to 
our nationa] education, we must 
accept it as one of the hardships 
of war. It is unlikely that the 
loss will be serious ; for homework 
is only one of the many educa- 
tional institutions which have 
been dispensed with successfully 
elsewhere. In any case, there will 
be a greater gain, if Jack is saved 
from growing up into a dull man.
